Statement by Dulles. 
The nation’s immediate course 
was charted by Secretary of 
State Jolin Foster Dulles in a 
statement given out less than 
24 hours after the French Na- 
tional Assembly rejected the 
proposed EDC treaty by a vote 
of 319 to 264. 

Dulles, who had held high 
hopes for’ the success, of EDC, 
counted it a “tragedy that in one 
country nationalism, abetted by 
Communism, has, asserted itself 
so as to endanger the whole of 


- “That tragedy,” he said, 
“would be compounded if the 
United States was thereby led 
to conclude that it must turn 
to,a..course of narrow national- 
ism.” 

The French action, taken 
without the provision of ah alter- 
native, “obviously imposes on 
the United States the obligation 
to reappraise its foreign poli- 
cies,” Dulles continued. 

“Tf | made a derogatory state- 
ment it might be given undue 
weight, so I am going to forego 
the opportunity of explaining in 
détail.’ 


No Safety in Isolation. 

In adjusting United States 
policies to meet the new condi- 
tions, Dulles said, “We shall be 
governed by the realization that 
we cannot in isolation find safe- 
ty for ourselves.” 

“We are fortunately so situ- 
ated that we do not need .to 
identify ourselves with what to 
us seem self-defeating policies,” 
the Secretary went on. “We 
have. flexibility to adjust our 
iGwnh. policies to take account of 
developments elsewhere.”

Moore’s request for a two-day 
stay of execution of the sentence 
was denied and he was taken 
within a few minutes to the 
county jail, a modern, brick 
building a few blocks from the 
courthouse. 

It was the first time the no- 
torious traffic violator had been 
placed behind bars for more 
than a night, despite a record of 
24 traffic convictions in the last

2 LOAN FRM 
HELD ON FAL 
REPORT CHARGE 


Jefferson President, Ac- 
countant Accused of 
Overstating- Assets to 
Get Credit. 


Vernon F. Neubauer, presi- 
dent of Jefferson Loan Co., and 
Marion F. Langenberg, account- 
ant for the firm, were arrested 
late yesterday on charges of 
making a false written report to 
obtain credit. 

Assets of $1,500,060 more than 
the firm's true worth were shown 
in a report prepared in August 
1951 by Langenberg. Assistant 
‘Cireuit Attorney Donald T. Mc- 
Clanahan told the Post-Dispatch. 
Copies of the report were used 
by the loan ium to obtain loans 
and extensions of credit from 
banks. 

McClanahan said the case was 
brought to the attention of the 
Circuit Attorney's office by Jo- 
seph Mitchell, principal owner 
of the firm and brother of 
Louis H. (Champ) Mitchell, 
credit clothing merchant. 


Used for Several Years. 


The false financial statements 
were used by the company for 
a period of several years, Mc- 
Clanahan said. “As a result of 
these favorable reports ‘and the 
certification of Langenberg as a 
certified public accountant, the 
firm was successful in obtaining 
loans,” he said. 

Neubauer was joined as a de- 
fendant because the reports 
were prepared and circulated 
either at his direction or with 
his knowledge, McClanahan al- 
leged. 

McClanahan said the report 
prepared by Langenberg listed 
as assets loans which the firm 
made to several companies that 
were out of business, defunct, 
or had been adjucated bank- 
rupt. 

~Someof the assets listed were 
accounts receivable due from 
firms that had been set up by 
Jefferson Loan Co. under other 
names, McClanahan charged. 

McClanahan said that accounts 
of at least 15 firms shown on 
Jefferson's report were not valid 


On the basis of the August 
v1951 report, McClanahan 

the firm was successful in o 
taining loans from six St. Louis 
banks, three in Illinois, one in 


six years.

Defendant Solemn at Trial. 


The 22-year-old son of Dr. and 
Mrs. Harry G. Moore of 1 Port- 
land place, St. Louis, stood erect 
and solemn, his hands clasped 
behind his back, as Judge Adams 
pronounced sentence.

Friends said he regarded 
the Republican report as being 
“wishy-washy” and avoiding the 
required manifestations of ap- 
proval or disapproval of the in- 
dividuals involved in the hassle 
between Senator McCarthy and 
his aids and Secretary Stevens 
and Adams. 


There is a strong likelihood 
that the tone of Senator Potter's 
document may closely parallel 
the findings of the three Demo- 
crats on the subcommittee, which 
will be known tomorrow. ‘With 
Potter holding this balance, the 
question of whether the “ma- 
jority” report will actually be 
one may become academic. 


Although centering his heav- 
iest fire on Cohn, Potter depart-

The President stopped under 
the banner, got out and shook 
hands all around. 


By the Associated Press, 

The President and Hoover, 
both of whom love to fish and 
are good at it, left Denver this 
morning on the 70-mile drive to 
Fraser, on the western slope of 
the continental divide. 

For the next three days they 
will live in rustic cabins close 
to 10,000 feet high in the snow- 
capped Rockies. They will fish 
swift running St. Louis creek 
and Mr. Eisenhower will do 
most of the cooking, turning out 
such presidential specialties as 
flapjacks, vegetable soup, roast 
beef, and charcoal broiled steaks 
and trout.

Weatherman Closing His Books 
On a ‘Hot and Damp Summer’ 


4) AFL LEADERS 


Says Too Much Time Is 


BACK HOME RULE 


“It's been a damp, hot sum- 
mer,” said weatherman Harry F. 
Wahigren today, enunciating 
carefully. “It’s the fifth hottest 
in 118 years of weather bureau. 
records and the dampest since 
1950.” Cooler weather is in 
prospect, some having already 
arrived late yesterday, 

Meteorologically speaking, 
summer ends tonight at mid- 
night, despite the fact astrono- 
mers reckon the autumnal equi- 
nox as rolling around at 7:56 
a.m. Sept. 23. 

Wahlgren explained that the 
equinox, commonly thought of 
as due Sept. 21, actually varies 
slightly from year to year, and 
for this reason weathermen 
choose an arbitrary date, the 
end of August, to. close their 
books on summer. 

The mean temperature for 
June, July and August this year 
in St. Louis has been éspecially 
so—81.6 degrees, or 3.3 above 
the normal summer average. 
Thus 1954 equals the 1952 av- 
erage and is only a tenth of a 
degree below 1953's mean of 
81.7 degrees. 

St. Louis’s last three summers 
rank as fourth, fifth and sixth 
hottest that the city has sizzled 
through. Hotter summers in the 
past—1901, 1934 and 1936—have 
not been consecutive. 

Wahlgren, no hasty hand at 
trend-spotting, confessed he 
could not conscientiously advise

This figure com- 
pares with a normal August 
total of 3.77 and actual 1954 
totals of only 2.75 in June and 
2.14 in the city’s searing July, 
‘when St. Louis’s record high for 
a single day—112.3  degrees— 
made July 14 “infernally memor- 
able,” Wahlgren said.

The Governor’s ‘Strike’ 


It is serious enough that nothing is being done 
about the unheard and undecided cases in Jack- 
son county's circuit courts. But it is much more 
aiarming that the responsibility for this ac- 
cumulation rests squarely on Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly and his “strike” against Missouri’s non- 
partisan court plan. 

The impasse is now entering Its second year, 
and many of those directly concerned are won- 
dering whether they can ask the Missouri Su- 
preme Court to command the Governor to do his 
plain duty. ' 

The trouble began when the Sixteenth Judicial 
District Commission sent to Jefferson City a list 
of nine names from which the Governor was to 
appoint judges for the three newly created Jack- 
son county circuit courts. The names were those 
of men who had not supported the Governor 
politically, so he asked for a new list. But the 
same names were returned to him with the ex- 
planation that the commission believed it had no 
right to change its nominations. Gov. Donnelly, 
however, still refused to appoint any of the nine 
men recommended to him. 

More and more concerned about this situation, 
the Kansas City Bar Association asked the St. 
Louis Bar Association to join it in asking the 
Supreme Court to use its rule-making powers to 
pull the cork out of this bottle-neck. 

The court did rule that a judicial commission 
may withdraw a nomination—but only for cause, 
In other words, if subsequent to sending a man’s 
name to the Governor the commission learns of 
anything making him unfit for the bench, it 
may call back a recommendation. This actually 
makes such a recall more unlikely than ever 
since the action would imply a serious criticism 
of a man’s record and character. So the same 
nine names went to the Governor once more, 
His failure thus far to act on them hints at yet 
another rejection. 

These nine men and their nominations have 
never been defended by the Post-Dispatch. There 
may be more than a little hostility toward the 
Governor in the minds of the judicial commis- 
sion members. But that is not now the issue. At 
test is the proposition whether a Governor may 
secure the nomination of judges acceptable to 
him by rejecting all other nominations, 

If he can do that, there is nothing non-partisan 
or non-political about the widely praised plan 
under which the more important Missouri judges 
are appointed. 

The Jackson county dockets might be cleared 
—or at least reduced—by temporary assignment 
of outstate judges who have finished their work 
for the time being. That is a worthwhile sugges- 
tion since confidence in a judiciary is lowered 
if it does not afford reasonably speedy disposi- 
tion of litigation. But far more important 
is the question whether Gov. Donnelly may 
set a political, if not a legal precedent by refus- 
ing to act on the Sixteenth district nominations 
which have been before him so long. If he can, 
so can any future Governor—and the selection 
of judges will become, for all practical purposes, 
the exclusive prerogative of the Governor. The 
non-partisan court plan will be dead. 

We doubt that Missourians will accept this 
kind of ‘political assassination.

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Up the Hill in Oregon 

As Oregon’s race for the United States Senate 
swings into its last three months, it takes on 
more and more the aspect of a national battle- 
ground. There, the struggle over conservation of 
natural resources is beirig fought in a state-wide 
parallel of the power struggle at Washington. 

Richard L. Neuberger, the Democratic nom!l- 
nee, is challenging Senator Guy L. Cordon, the 
Republican incumbent. Senator Cordon fought 
in the Senate for the offshore-oil giveaway. He 
is author of a bill which would enable large lum- 
ber operators to take over choice acreage in the 
national forests. He has opposed increases in 
Soil Conservation Service funds. He is credited 
by Mr. Neuberger with having sponsored the cabi- 
net appointment of Interfor Secretary McKay, 
who has been giving up dam sites, selling trans- 
mission Jines and power needed by public agen- 
cies to private utilities, and attempting to de- 
stroy the historic legal preference which pro- 
tects public and non-profit distribution systems 
in a share of public power. 

Senator Cordon, with a record that invites the 
support of oilmen and lumber barons, is opposed 
by a State Senator and free-lance writer running 
on a shoestring. Oregon has been Republican for 
decades, and was one of only three states (with 
Maine and Vermont) which did not elect a 
Democratic or third-party Senator all the time 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was President. 

For the challenger, it is an uphill struggle, 
therefore; but the conservation issue is one that 
urgently needs to be drawn clearly and widely 
debated. Whatever the outcome in Oregon, Rich- 
ard Neuberger will deserve credit for a fine job 
of public education on a vital national question. 
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Lifting the Ceiling * 

The President has signed a bill lifting the fed- 
eral debt ceiling for the current fiscal year from 
275 to 281 billion dollars. For an Administration 
which rode into office heralding a balanced 
‘budget and an end to deficit financing this is 
hardly a happy occasion. 

Moreover, as the President himself pointed 
out, the temporary rise of six billions may prove 
inadequate. That is, it is possible—yes, even 
likely—that the Administration will be unable to 
get back below the old ceiling by the end of 
this fiscal year, as the bill requires it to do. 
And for a very good reason: the world situation. 

The Administration made some steps toward 
a balanced budget in its first year in office, 
mainly by sharp cuts in spending for defense 
and foreign aid. Of late, though, the nation has 
been moving in the other direction—greater defi- 
cit spending. The Treasury now admits that the 
deficit at the end of this fiscal year may turn 
out to be 36 per cent greater than the 1954 
figure, 
$3,000,000,000.

If they fall short of expectations, the Admin- 
istration may be in trouble. It will have to 
slash expenditures, but where? The obvious 
place to begin is where spending Ig highest, de- 
fense and foreign aid. That is precisely the area 
where risks of penny-pinching are highest. 

Since it will be extremely difficult, if not im- 
possible, to make significant cuts in the rest of 
the spending field, the Administration is likely 
to be back again next January with a request to 
make the higher ceiling permanent. The Presi- 
dent is learning that you can’t run a Government 
without elbow room. 
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EDC and a Stronger France 


Because French rejection of EDC had been 
anticipated so long, Monday's vote in the Na- 
tional Assembly was almost an anti-climax. This 
is not altogether regrettable since it emables 
diplomats to cease the struggle for the unattain- 
able, and to direct their energies toward an 
achievable grand alliance, 

French repudiation of a plan which they them- 
selves first proposed undoubtedly will leave a 
bad taste in the mouths of many of their allies. 
Tt algo is a serious blow to West Germany’s Chan- 


cellor Adenauer who had staked so much on

Disappointing as the Paris decision may be, it 
does clear the air. M. Mendes-France, unlike his 
predecessors, did put the issue to a vote. He did 
not keep Washington, London and Bonn in doubt. 
He did not, by stalling, induce them to base 
their policies on a false foundation. Further, he 
has said that German rearmament is inevitable. 

Those who are most disappointed may curb 
their criticisms by giving thought to the demon- 
stration—also on Monday—by former German 
Field Marshal Kesselring’s Stahlhelm. They may 
note that at this affair the chief decoration was 
the old red, white and black Reich war flag 
which dwarfed a little streamer of red, black 
and gold, the colors of the Bonn republic. Gath- 
erings like this have become all too common in 
Germany in the last year or two. A Frenchman 
hearing these German veterans singing the for- 
bidden portions of “Deutschland, Deutschland 
Ueber Alles,” and greeting former Nazi com- 
manders with that ominous “Heil!” will hardly 
feel reassured. 

Mendes-France, primarily an economist, seems 
to have as his chief goal the reconstruction 
of his country. It must be made strong enough 
to deal with a booming Germany on equal terms. 
The French laboring class as well as those peas- 
ants who consistently vote the straight Commu- 
nist ticket—who have virtually seceded from 
France, creating a nation within a nation—must 
be won back by social and economic reforms, he 
believes. And industry must be expanded by new 
and driving incentives. 

To get at this job, Mendes-France obviously 
wanted to get Indochina, North Africa and per- 
haps even EDC out of the way. If he is given 
a chance to tackle it—his parliamentary support 
is still weak, no matter how popular he may be— 
and if he succeeds in it, France certainly will be- 
come a more potent ally. But until then, the 
United States and Great Britain certainly will 
have to man their continental outposts. 
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A Bargain, and Maybe Not 
Nothing down, up to 30 years to pay! . 
This is what the Government is saying to itself, 
in effect, as it prepares to carry out the Admin- 
istration’s plan for acquiring post offices and 


other federal buildings with the least visible im- . 


pact on the budget. 


Instead of appropriating funds to pay for the . 


needed buildings, the Government will sign 
lease-purchase contracts by which the Govern- 
ment pays for them “like rent.” By this ingeni- 
ous scheme, a dollar spent now will get the Gov- 
ernment $30 worth of buildings. And there is 


only one slight catch, 


The catch is that in the long run these iIn- 
stallment-bought public buildings will cost the 
public a good deal more than they are worth. As 
Raymond P,. Brandt, our chief Washington cor- 
respondent, has pointed out, the “savings” 
claimed by this Administration will’ return in 
the form of hills to be met by future Administra- 
tions. And the bills when’ all added together will 
add substantially to the cost of the buildings 
through higher interest rates paid by private 
investors, builders’ profits, commissions, and 
other items. 

Apart from creating a nice piece of business 
for the real estate men and investment houses 
which handle the contracts, just how good a deal 
is this/for the taxpayer? We rather tend to stick 
to the old-fashioned notion that if the Govern- 
ment needs a post office the thing to do is to 
build it, and pay for it. 
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The Presidént on the Reserves 

Creation of a strong, ready military reserve in 
this country — which the President told the 
American Legion “will be a‘number one item” 
for the next Congress—may prove much more 
difficult to deliver than to promise. 

Military service, even in the reserve, never is 
and never will be a pastime competing with 
baseball for national popularity. If the reserves 
are to be properly reinforced, the Administration 
will have to exhibit strong and determined lead- 
ership with the Congress. 

Mr. Eisenhower himself admitted as much. 
“Wishful thinking and political timidity,” he de- 
‘clared, “must no longer bar a program so abso- 
lutely essentia our defense.” His own Admin- 
istration having been 20 months in office with- 
out sending Congress a reserve plan, the terms 
must apply to the Department of Defense. 

True, shortly before Congress went home to 
campaign, the Defense Department did unveil a 
reserve plan that had{many good points to it. 
But no sooner was it announced than it fell vic 


tim to pressure from the-Army and Air Force 


reserve organizations, which would have been 
abolished, and from the National Guard, which 
would have been federalized. 

In any event, it is well past the hour for talk. 
As the President said, “We have failed miser- 
ably to maintain that strong, ready military re- 
serve in which we have believed for 150 years.” 
Certainly it was clear as Jate as a year ago that 
the.Army’s plan for maintaining a trained re- 
serve of former draftees had missed the mark. 

The trouble was that the Selective Service law 
did not compel the soldier relieved from active 
duty to train with.a reserve unit, although ft cre- 
ated a reserve obligation for him of up to six 
years. Too few released soldiers have voluntarily 
participated in the reserve program. 

' Whether compulsion is to be an essential ele- 

ment of any reserve program will be up to Con- 
gress, of course. On the evidence, it appears that 
no reserve program, no matter how imaginative 
and well administered, will be able to succeed 
without it. And to recommend such a program 
will réquire political courage not only in the 
White House but on Capitol Hill as well. —

In accord with 
our policy of fairness and balance in the 
discussion of public issues and at our 
invitation, Judge Harold R. Medina, who 
disagrees with our point of view, will 
appear one week from tonight at this 
same time over these facilities. 

On Tuesday, Aug. 31, in Washington, 
D.C., an historical event will take place:

This will be the 
first time in over 
two decades that 
the issue of censur- 
ing a Senator will 
be before the Sen- 
ate.

People Should See and Hear 


We do not think that this ban arises 
from bad faith. We think the ban comes 
because legislators and others are not 
quite used to radio and television and 
have not yet learned to accept them 
for what they are. 

This is no different historically from 
what happened to the press itself. The 
legislatures in the early days of Ameri- 
can history did not open their debates 
to the public. In the first sessions of 
Congress the presence of newspaper re- 
porters was either forbidden or allowed 
without official recognition. Even as 
late as. 1841, the Senate attempted to 
limit coverage of its proceedings to one 
preg group of reporters, excluding all 
others.

can't understand it, because when he was younger 
he was very brave and fearless. Not only was he not afraid 
of a dark room, as for instance his bedroom, but he would 
feel no fear at going down cellar or upstairs alone, to get 
something he wanted. 

“Now he thinks there is something in the dark that is 
going to bite him. He is afraid to be alone in his bedroom 
after dark. He worries about it and even cries and insists 
that somebody stay with him. 

“We have done everything we can to cure him of this 
fear. We take him into the room, turn on the light, show 
him that there is nothing there. But it doesn’t seem to do 
any good. 

“He is going to have a new baby brother or sister soon. 
Do you suppose this new fear has anything to do with that? 
It doesn’t seem so to us, because he has been very well pre- 
pared for this new arrival for the last six months.”

Y 2%-year-old grandson has suddenly developed a 


because it shows clearly the common course which fearful- 
ness takes in many children. When they are very young, 
say 18 to 24 months of age, many of them are completely 
fearless. They seem to like the dark as well as they do the 
light.

Then suddenly, with added maturity and added aware- 
mess, comes in a fear of the dark.

An Ironclad Rule

OW that schools will open soon there is something 

‘that ought to be strongly emphasized to every teacher," 

clerk and custodian in the schools. No child, under 
any circumstance, is to be dismissed during school sessions 
at the call of anybody. If a parent wants a child dismissed 
before the usual time he must come for him personally, 
be identified by the child, before that child is taken away. 
This is an ironclad rule of any school. 

Sometimes a parent, in a hurry, will telephone and 
ask that his child be sent home because. ... Don’t let the 
child go. Once a pupil enters the school building, the school 
is responsible for him, If his father or mother wants him 
before dismissal time, one of the parents must come and 
get him. 


x * * 

SOMETIMES THE PARENT will be angry. Sorry, but 
the rule stands for the child’s safety. Even if the teacher 
knows the voice on the telephone to be the child’s parent, 
that parent must come for her or his child. 

~ Only the responsible head of the school should allow 
anybody to: take a pupil out of school. No teacher, no 
clerk, no custodian in the school should take this responsi- 
bility. This is likely to annoy a busy school executive, but 
again, the child’s security and the people’s trust in the 
school are at stake.

A SCHOOL IS A CROSS SECTION of its community. 
All kinds of people are represented in the children in its 
care. There are broken families, there are parents who 
ate quarreling and trying to divide the children between 
them. There are divorced parents who are not above taking 
a child from, the parent who has been given custody of 
him. Worse, there are criminals, who, if they can, will 
lay hands on a child for their wicked purposes. 

For these reasons this law for the safeguarding of

She Has Traveled Thousands of Miles in Her Quarter-Century Search for Old Folk Songs

Helen Hartness Flanders, wife 
of United.States Senator Ralph 
E. Flanders of Vermont, more 
thrilling than an invitation to 
tea at the White House. Even at 
the White House, Mrs. Flanders 
is alert to the possibility of add- 
ing to her storehouse of infor- 
mation about ballads and folk 
songs. 

Ata reception given last fall 
by President and Mrs. Eisen- 
hower for delegates to the meet- 
ing of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union, Mrs. Flanders was ob- 


. served in animated conversation 


with the Honorable Patrick Ho- 
gan, delegate from Eire. They 
were comparing Irish and New 
England versions of “The Drown- 
ing of William Leonard.” 

In- the Irish version they 
noted, poor “Willie” drowns in 
“the lakes of Col Finn,” while 
in New England, the victim 
sinks ‘tn “the lake of Champlain.” 

Most of Mrs, Flanders’ collec- 
tion of-more than 9000 speci- 
mens and varieties of old songs 
and ballads ‘was not gathered in 
such sumptuous environment, 
but in hill or valley farm houses, 
logging camps, coastal fisher- 
men’s shacks or city tenements. 
For almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury, the small-framed Mrs. 
Flanders has been driving her 
car over thousands of miles of 
all kinds of roads, lugging her 
60-pound recording machine 
wherever she could chase down 
a variation of an old ballad. 

Why should the wife of a pros- 
perous business man, and lately 
controversial Senator prefer such 
unconventional activity to spend- 
ing her time amidst the social- 
political life of Washington? 

“Ballad-hunting has as much 
excitement for me as seeking 
antique furniture or hunting 
wild game has for other people,” 
Mrs. Flanders told me, as we 
sat in the book-and-paper-crowd- 
ed study of the tiny Flanders 
home in Georgetown. . 

“There is always indirection, 
interruption to any ordered plan, 
when prospecting for folk bal- 
lads... You never know what you 
will find beyond the next bend 
of the road. That’s what makes 
it continuously interesting. Folk 
ballads being migrants, so are 
collectors of ballads. We have 
to go where we can find the 
singers of traditional songs.” 

She wants to hear the ballads 
from their lips just as they 
learned them by ear from, per-

haps some now-long-gone an- 
cestor. 

How did Mrs. Flanders be- 
come interested in collecting 
ballads? 

She smiled brightly. 

“It began innocently enough,” 
she said, “in 1930. At that time 
I was on the Vermont 
Commission on Country Life. A 
member of the commission, Pro- 
fessor Arthur Wallace Peach of 
Norwich university, asked me to 
try and find what he referred 
to as ‘very old songs known to 
individual Vermonters, which 
should be available in book form 
to any Vermonter who wants 
them.’ ” 

In 1930, Mrs. Flanders, 
daughter of a former Governor 
of Vermont, wife of a busy ma-

and mother of three children, 
was more interested in writing 
poetry than in hunting down 
ballads.

Notes on Caulking Compound. 
ORD reaches us about a 
W certain reader who, upon 
our advice, decided to do a 
thorough caulking job on his 


house and ended up having to — 


sell the house to pay for the 
caulking compound. This can 
happen if one is too lavish with 
caulking compound. 

While caulking compound can 
be applied directly to small 
cracks and crevices about the 
exterior of the house, it is a 
waste of money to try and fill 
the big one with the compound 
alone. A good rule is to fill 
cracks that are over a quarter 
inch or more wide with oakum 
and then cover this over with a 
thin application of the com- 
pound. Oakum is something like 
a stringy rope treated with tar 
and it can be forced into the 
seam with a blunt chisel or 
caulking tool. Allow the oakum 
to come to within about one- 
quarter inch of the surface and 
then apply the caulking cbm- 
pound. 

Oakum may also be used for 
cracks in masonry or between 
masonry and wood or you can 
fill the crack with mortar and 


~ then give this a thin coating of 


caulking compound. In either 
case, you'll be saving a good 
deal of the expensive caulking 
compound. 

And by the way, it’s best if 
wide cracks in wood are painted 
before the compound is applied 
and any crack should be brushed 
clean to allow the compound to 
bond properly. When applying 
it around metal window frames, 
it’s most important that the 
rust be removed from the metal 
and the metal properly primed 
with a good primer. 


Paint Mixture 


You can make ordinary flat 
paint into a semi-gloss paint by 
adding a small amount of var- 
nish—about one-half pint to each 
quart. ‘It will also give the paint 
a hard surface. Be sure that the
